King Oscar was the most democrat­ 
ic ruler that ever lived. 
Oscar II., king of Swenden, and pre­ 
vious to 1905 king of Sweden and Nor­ 
way. was born Jan. 21, 1829. 
He was 
the third son of King Oscar, I. and 
of Queen Josephine, daughter of Prince 
Egeene of Leutchenburg, and grand 
son of Marshal Bernadotte. 
Oscar II 
succeeded to the throne at the death 
of his brother. 
King Carl XV.. Sept 
18, 1872. He was married June 6, 185 
to Queen Sophia, born July 9, 1836 
daughter of the late Duke Vy ii Ham of 
N assau. 
Four children survive Kina 
Oscar—Crown Prince Gustave, born 
June 13, 1858; Prince Oscar, born Nov 
15, 1859: Prince Carl, born Feb. 27. 
1861, and Prince Eugene, born Aug. I. 
1865. 
He never made any attempt to con­ 
ceal the .humble origin of his family, 
and whenever he traveled to the south 
of France he made it a point to visit 
the little house at Pau, where his 
grandsire was born. 
A tablet over tho 
door of the little one-story house bears 
this inscription: “ The peasant, Charles 
Bernadotte, who subsequently rose to 
be field marshal of France and ulti­ 
mately King Charles XIV . of Sweden 
and Norway, was born in this cottage 
In 1763.’’ 
In appearance, however. King Oscar 
was every inch a king, and there is ne 
•sovereign in thp world who was more 
stately and more regal in bearing than 
he was. 
In height King Oscar stood 
six feet two inches, taller than most 
of his subjects who, as a rule, are tall 
men. 
His eyes were blue, distinctive 
of his race. 
Prince Gustave, who took the oath a? 
klng in the afternoon, was married 
Sept. 20, 1881, to Princess Victoria of 
Baden-Baden. Their eldest son. Prince 
Gustave, was married June 15, 19o.> 
to Princess Margaret Victoria of Cor, 
naught. 
Prince Oscar renounced his 
succession to the throne and married 
March 15, 1888, Ebba Mnuek, of Fulkc 
Lia. 
In the years 1892 and 1893 the 
late King Oscar steadfastly opposed 
the preparations of the Norwegian par 
liamerit for a separate consular aery 
ice which led to Norway Oct. 26, 1905 
declaring the union 
of Sweden and 
Norway dissolved. 
The nevi king much resem bles his 
father in gigantic stature and in light 
Saxon blonde features 
The 
young 
monarch is not unused to the affairs 
of state, as he has frequently acted as 
regent during the illness and absence 
of his father.
